Duns by Post Forbidden ‘ 


by the U.S: Government 
Despite all that has been said on the 
subject of dunning by posta! card, says 
Pathfinder Magazine, there still exists 


471 of the United States postal laws 
and regulations says in part: “Any: 
postal card. upon which any delinea- 
tions, epithets, terms, or language: of 


libelous, scurrilous, defamatory, or 
threatening ‘character, or calculated by 
the terms or. manner of style of display 
and obviously intended to refiect tn- 
jtriously upon the character or con- 
duct of another, is unmatlable.” . 
‘Phe Post. Office department has ruled |- 
that this “threatening” provision cov- 
ers cards which threaten bringing of. 
suits or legal action in the event ac- 
counts or debts, etc, are not pald. |. 
However, this-does not include ‘notices 
of fraternal and other organizations of 
dues, assessments, etc., even though 
‘they call attention to the fact that 
failure to. remit will result in suspen- 
‘sion or other action.

Dr. No: Young Park Enthus- 

” jastically Received 

Last. Tuesday, October '30, students 
had the very great priviledge of hear- 
ing Dr. No Young Park, well known 
Chinesé scholar, le¢turer and author, 
speak in the High School Auditorium. 
The full import of Dr. Park’s speech 
can not, ofcourse, be gained by mere- 
ly reading it. But if you will keep be- 
fore you, as you read, the vision of 
an amicable, laughing, joking China- 
man. —..a good-looking man: for a 
Chinaman —- you will be better able 
to understand his message. 

Dr. Park began his talk by bowing 
and animatedly greeting the audience 
in Chinese. Presently he said, “You 
think I havea funny face, don’t you?” 
An amused murmer ran through. the 
crowd. “I know that myself,” © Dr. 
Park grinned. “But if. you: went ‘to 
China the people in the streets would 
run after you just to. get a glimpse 
of YOUR funny face!” Continuing is 
his speech he told what the Chinese 
thinks of America: He read a quota- 
tion from a Chinaman who had visi- 
ted America. It was something like 
this: “Americans are not highly civi- 
lized as. it is said they are. They eat 
with knives and prongs and _ serve 
their meat in great big chunks, rather 
than in small pieces the way it is ser- 
ved here.” Dr. Park also told of an 
experience’ he had while. attending 
Harvard University.:He had heard one 
of his classmates use the expression 
|“dumbell”, and upon inquiring the

Ef I want to buy this grade 
of shirt I have to -pay $2.50.in Amer- 
ica. -I bought this shirt in Japan. How 
much did.I pay? 40e in Japan! I 
should have bought more to sell to 
you — to you ladies. Do the Japanese 
have the ‘raw: materials to build. this 
shirt?
